Arms, Legs Missing, 
- But Hensel Gets Ahead 


By LEO SOROKA 

June 22—-(UP)—The nation’s first “basket 
case” is working from dawn to dusk on a chicken farm, getting so 
fat he has gone on a diet, and has come a long way since that 
terrible day when a Jap land mine on Okinawa cost him all four limbs. 


MT. PINSON, Ala., 


Bronzed and healthy, Fred Hen- 
sel, first basket case in World 
War II, was aboard a farm trac- 
tor when I visited him. The home- 
town girl he married, the former 
Jewell Carty, was feeding 
chickens. 

Both were natives of Corbin, 
Ky., but after Hensel was dis- 
charged from a Battle Creek, 
Mich., Army hospital — outfitted 
with artificial arms and legs—they 
found a farm they liked and set- 
tled here. 

Hensel fought at Okinawa, 
where a mine exploded under him, 
blew off both legs and an arm, 
and mangled the other so badly 
that it was amputated. 

It was a miracle that Hensel 
survived the Okinawa blast. But 
he pulled through, never losing 
hope that some day he’d marry his 
sweetheart and settle on a farm. 

Physicians sought vainly to de- 
fer his hospital discharge. Army 
doctors said that he wasn’t ready 
for strenuous work. He was not 
yet accustomed to substitute limbs, 

But it was tough holding Hensel. 
He was already behind schedule. 

Benefactors had heard of Hen- 
sel’s condition and his urge to 
start life anew on his own farm.

He obtained a furlough, toured 
the South and found the land he

NANKING, June 22—(UP)—Gen. Marshall Saturday met jointly 
for the first time with Nationalist and Communist representatives amid 
indications of definite progress toward a permanent truce between 


China's warring factions.

BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, June 22—(UP)—A colonel in the 


court-martial trying Col. James A. Kilian on charges of authorizing 
the brutal treatment in the Tenth (Lichfield) Reinforcement Depot 
guardhouse, bluntly asked the prosecutor Saturday whether he was 


trying to intimidate a member of the court. 


The colonel is Harding Sweeney, 
of Omaha, Nebr., the prosecutor 
is Maj. Joseph S. Robinson, a for- 
mer Wall Street attorney who Fri- 
Cay accused Kilian of running a 
guardhouse worse than a dungeon 
of the Middle Ages. 

Sweeney was questioning Cpl. 
Robert Henly. of Toledo, Ohio, 
who had told of prisoners being 
flogged while he was a Lichfield 
guard. Robinson objected to sev- 
eral of Sweeney's questions. 

“The trial judge advocate has 
twice so far referred to a member 
of this court in a manner which 
is contrary to the court-martial 
manual,” he said. “Is it the inten- 
tion to intimidate a member of 


this court?” . 
“Certainly not,” the major 


snapped at the colonel.

field story during a furlough in 
January, 1945, by describing 
guardhouse conditions to corre- 
spondents, said he had seen Jud- 
son H. Smith, a guard, beat an 
unidentified prisoner ~7ith a hose.

Klievern of the Klan, according to 
Arnall, who indicated Friday that 
he had learned of its existence 
through a tip from an FBI agent. 

Professing complete innocence, 
the short, bespectacled doctor 
called newsmen to his office to 
give them copies of his formal 
statement. 

The Doctor, who signed his 
mame in green ink, stated: 

“I wish to say that I have 
thoroughly investigated and find 
that this report (Arnall’s report 
of the murder plot) is wholly 
false and without the slightest 
foundation of fact whatsoever.” 

The remainder of his statement 
dealt with a claim that many thou- 
sands of persons know he has 
never stooped to any unlawful 
act.

“The State schools, colleges and

He found thousands of applica- 
tions for old-age pensions had 
been on file for years without be- 
ing processed, he declared.

He restored the

Garrett said some druggist. ve 
told him that a few persons nave 
been buying up almost their en- 
tire stock of benzedrine inhalers 
which may still be sold freely and 
which contain a small tablet of 
benzedrine. Garrett added that 
these inhalers have been described 
@s the source of the drugs used in 
the local night clubs. 

The solicitor said that he is con- 
centrating his efforts on wiping 
out this racket, and is moving 
@gainst it as fast as possible.

And to others, ‘ Plant Kudzu.’ And 
he showed them how to sow and 
cultivate and reap, and they mar- 
veled greatly because most of 
them were city slickers who 
thought all food came from cans 
and bottles. 

“And one man said, ‘Sir, my ox 
is in a ditch. What shall I do?’

Clarification ef a recent order 
permitting restaurants to increase 
prices on certain food items has 
been made by the regional OPA 
here.

(1) Meals, food items, and bev- 
erages never before served by the 
restaurant, or items which the 
restaurant customarily offered in 
normal times, but has not offered 
during the war years. 

(2) Any meal, food items or 
beverage, of which the major in- 
gredient is exempt from price 
control at all other levels of sale. 

In those two categories, the 
agency said, new prices will be 
based upon the actual raw-food 
cost plus current mark-ups now 
being used by the restaurant to 
determine the menu prices of oth- 
er foods.

Red Accused 
As Spy Is Due 
Trial Tuesday 


SEATTLE, june 22—(INS)—A 
dapper young officer in the Rus- 
sian Navy will go on trial for his 
life in Federal Court Tuesday, ac- 
cused of spying against the United 
States. , 

The defendant, Lt. Nicolai Gre- 
gorovich Redin, is a member of 
the Soviet Purchasing Agency 
staff at Seattle. 

Because he is an official of the 
Soviet Government, the case is 
expected to draw international in- 
terest. 

Shortly after Redin’s arrest, the 
Russian Government “suggested” 
that the case be dropped, on the 
grounds that there was not 
enough evidence to support the 
charge. The United States re 
fused. 

The indictment against the 29- 
yearold officer contains five 
counts accusing him of trying to 
induce another person to obtain 
secret information on the USS Yel- 
lowstone, a new type of destroyer 
tender, and conspiring to get the 
information to Russia. 

It charges that he began spying 
about April 1, 1944, and kept on 
until he was arrested at Portland, 
Ore., last March 26. 


STAR WITNESS 

Last week the prosecution iden- 
tified Herbert Kennedy, Scottish- 
born trial engineer at the Todd- 
Pacific Shipyard at Seattle, as the 
man Redin allegedly tried to work 
through.

Wounded Veteran Eighth Victim of Dallas Hotel Fire 


DALLAS, Tex., June 22.—(UP) 
A 28-year-old wounded veteran of 
World War II became the eighth 
victim of the Baker Motel tragedy 
Saturday as doctors fought to save 
six others critically injured when 
an explosion rocked the luxury 
hotel in downtown Dallas Friday.

One of the greatest boons to the 
community canning program, 
which is carried on by the State’s 
vocational education forces, was 
the recent authorization of Federal 
funds for hiring canning plant 
assistants during the heavy Sum- 
mer season. 

This help will enable more can- 
ning plants to operate at peak ca- 
pacity and accommodate thou- 
sands of Georgia families who are 


anxious to build up a food re-\ 


serve for the predicted shortages 
ahead. 
OVER 11,000,000 PINTS 


This season's output is expected 
to shatter last year's all-time high 
of more than 11,000,000 pints of 
foodstuff processed in the com- 
munity plants which are avell-scat- 
tered over the State, according to 
M. D. Mebley, State Director of 
Vocational Education. 

Georgia originated the com- 
munity canning program back in 
1926 at two small schools and 
since that time scores of other 
states have sought advice and 
guidance from Georgia in setting 
up programs of their own. Only 
recently an article in Reader's Di- 
gest told of how Alabama had 
benefited from Georgia experience 
in this field. 

The first canning plants in the 
State were at the Line School in 
Franklin County and the Shoal 
Creek School in Hart County. 
Since both were experimenting 
in community food conservation, 
each had its own objectives. J. L. 
Gilmore, teacher of vocational ag- 
riculture at the Line School, set 
out to increase the farm income 
by canning food for sale. His 
equipment consisted of a second- 
hand saw mill boiler and some 
barrels for processing vats. 


HAND SEALER AIDS 

At the Shoal Creek School the 
teacher of vocational agricuture, 
Guy Gard, started his community 
canning program by carrying a 
hand sealer from farm to farm 
and utilizing out-of-doors wash 
pots for processing equipment. 

Since that time equipment and 
facilities have improved and more 
plants have been established with 
each passing year. Today most of 
the plants are in attractive stone 
or frame buildings adjacent to ru- 
ral schools. Thousands of dollars 
are invested in their modern 
equipment. 

In almost any one of these 
Piants on a hot mid-Summer day 
you will find men and women, 
their cheeks flushed fram the 
heat, working frenziedly to get 
their produce into cans and move 
on so that others can take their 
places.

riculture teacher, working with 
little or no help, has been the 
dynamo of the program in his 
community. He has learned not to 
grumble when some farmer waked 
him up at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing wanting to get into the plant 
and he has been content to stay 
well after dark taking care of the 
late comers.

Traffic Mishaps 
Take 92 Lives 
During May 


During May traffic accidents in 
Georgia cost the lives of 52 per- 
sons, eight more than the 44 killed 
during the same month last year, 
and increase of 18 percent. 

The number of killed was the 
smallest in any month since V-J 
Day, yet accident reports and in- 
juries continued to show sharp in- 
creases compared with correspond- 
ing months of last 

“Special studies,” says Maj. W. 
E. Spence, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, “indicate 
that driving too fast for condi- 
tions, disregard for stop signs, 
warning sign or signal, failure to 
grant right of way to a vehicle 
or pedestrian, driving in the cen- 
ter or on the wrong side of the 
road, and improper passing con- 
tinue to be the most important 
driver violations contributing to 
fatal accidents. These same 


studies reveal that one out of 11, 
vehicles involved in accidents had 


defective brakes, lights or some 
other defect.”

FORM OF TYPHUS NOW RARITY 


Albany's War. on Rats 
Defeating Brill's Fever 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
A war on rats has practically eliminated Brill's typhus fever 
from Albany, according to Dennis W. Brosnan, Chief of that city’s 
Fire Department, who was in Atlanta last week to attend the Geor- 


gia State Fire College. 

“We once had a good many 
cases of Brill’s fever in Albany,” 
said Chief Brosnan. “But our con- 
tinuous war of rats has now al- 
most eliminated it. In fact, a case 
of Brill’s is now a rarity in Al- 
bany.” 

Brill’s fever, a virulent form of 
typhus fever, comes from the bite 
of a flea borne off the body of a 
wharf rat, explained Chief Bros- 
nan. These rats originally came 
into Albany in carloads of bananas 
and other tropical fruits. They 
propagated so rapidly, continued 
the Chief, that they soon became 
a menace to the health of Albany 
and thus produced a big problem 
for the health authorities. 
TORNADO HELPED 

“It was the big tornado of 1940 
which really gave us our start in 
getting rid of the rats,” Chief 
Brosnan said, “That tornado des- 
troyed about 2,300 houses in Al- 
bany, mostly in the Negro section. 

“We got busy at once and ob- 
tained the passage of new building 
regulations which now require 
that all houses put up in Albany’ 
must be rat-proof. That means that 
all such houses must have their 
foundations at least 18 inches be- 
low the surface of the ground and 
that all openings for soil pipes 


must be covered at the top with 
tight-fitting metal to prevent the 


entrance of rats. In addition, we 
required that all business build- 
ings be made rat-proof at the first- 
floor level. 

“Then our Health Department, 
in charge of Dr. W. D. Martin, got 
busy and began to poison rats 
with cyanic acid gas. 


GASSING THE RATS 

“In order to do that we close a 
building for 24 hours and quaran- 
tine it and then pump the gas in. 
At the end of 24 hours, we take 
out dead rats in bushel baskets. 

“By those methods, we have 
greatly reduced the rat population 
of Albany and, by so doing, we 
have likewise almost wiped out 
the health menace of Brill’s 
fever.” 

For many years, Chief Brosnan 
said, Albany has been both fire 
conscious and health-conscious. 

“About 20 years ago,” he ex- 
plained, “the City of New York 
sent down some doctors to find out 
why we have so little disease. 
They said that the water we use 
has a good deal to do with it, es- 
pecially the prevention of teeth 
decay. 

“As a result, we started up Ra- 
dium Springs near Albany, as a 
health resort. And now it’s one 
of the finest resorts of its kind 
in the country.”

Talmadge declared efforts to 
break down white supremacy 
stem from Moscow, Harlem and 
Chicago, and said, “if you want 
the White Primary and Jim Crow 
laws ‘ abolished, vote for Car- 
michael, and if you just don’t care 
where votes come from, whether 
white or Negro, then vote for Riv- 
ers.”’

“Fritz” was not a real Nazi, Capt. Stanley explained. “He 
was just drafted into the wehrmacht and trained in military 
ways, without having given either a ‘Heil’ salute or a pledge 
of allegiance. Isn’t that the way it was, Fritz?” 

For answer, “Fritz” merely barked, wagged his tail and 
returned to gnawing happily at a bone, obviously rejoicing that 
his meal was not of the “ersatz” variety fed him and other 
German war-service dogs during the latter part of the war.

Reported Dead, Missing 
In 2 Wars, Vet Retires 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 22 
(”)—Durable Master Sgt. Ralph E. 
Ellis, 52, of San Antonio, who was 
reported dead in World War I 
and missing in World War II, is 
retiring. 

Sgt. Ellis has spent 32 years in 
the Army. 

During World War I he was re- 
ported killed in France and he 
said the Denver Post gave him 
“one of the finest obituaries a man 
could ask for.”

NEW YORK, June 22—(f)— 
Alexandre Parodi, French dele- 
gate to the United Nations Securi- 
ty Council, Saturday night de- 
manded that the controversial 
Spanish question be kept before 
the United Nations despite Rus- 
sia’s veto killing a subcommittee 
recommendation. 


“After the stand taken by the 
Security Council on the Iran issue, 
we can’t afford to let the Spanish 
issue drop, veto or no _ veto,” 
Parodi said in remarks prepared 
for the University of the Air 
(NBC). “We must not give up. 
This issue is too important. 

“We must not permit conditions 
to exist in Spain -~which might 
make it a springboard for some 
future war. I think it is essential 
that some action be taken against 
Franco, despite the failure of the 
Security Council to act this week.” 

Parodi spoke as Poland was re- 
ported drafting some type of pro- 
posal to keep the issue on the 
agenda when the Security Council 
goes back into session at 2 p. m. 
(EST) Monday. 

With the subcommittee recom- 
mendation for General Assembly 
action against Franco wiped out 
by Russia’s veto, only Poland’s 
original resolution for an. immedi- 
ate Council-ordered break with 
Spain remained on the calendar. 

Parodi said he saw little chance 
of passage for that proposal but 
added that new facts might be 
produced to change the opinions 
of delegates. 

The French diplomat, who also 
is delegate to the Atomic Energy 
Commission, called for “real” in-

Auto Makers 
Look to Record 
Production 


By DAVID J. WILKIE 
Associated Press Automotive Editor 
DETROIT, June 22—(#)—Bar- 

ring further labor difficulties 
among its suppliers, the nations 
automobile industry may reach a 
new high postwar production level 
in the latter part of July or early 
August. 


What earlier looked like a some- | 


what dark prospect for the car 


makers in the latter part of the 


year suddenly has brightened ma- 
terially with the settlement of nu- 
merous small strikes. The strikes 
had cut off supplies of essential 
parts and equipment. 

There is talk now ir industry 
circles that the assembly plants 
may turn out nearly 2,000,000 pas- 
senger cars between July 1 and 
Dec, 31, with the acceleration com- 
ing in mid-July.and mounting to 
@ near-capacity level by early No- 
vember. 


ANTICIPATED OUTPUT 


If the plants can hit the antici- 
pated production rate, the output 
total for the year would be close 
to 2,750,000 passenger units and 
perhaps 800,000 trucks. 


The industry’s largest single 
week's out put since the war was 
$71,335 cars and trucks turned out 
during the week ended May 11. 
Since then, however, production 
has been hampered by shortages of 


bumpers, ignition assemblies, wire 


seat springs and other essentials. 

At full speed the automobile 
assembly —— can turn out more 
than 150, cars and trucks a 
week. That production level, how- 
ever, is dependent upon the unre- 
stricted flow of raw materials, full 
supply lines from the manufac- 
turers of subassemblies and no 
shortage of manpower in the 
plants. 

Some of the more optimistic of 
the trade observers picture the 
car industry as running short of 
skilled labor by Aug. 1. They as- 
gert that thousands of women who 
left the factories with the termina- 
tion of war work will be called 
back for jobs on peacetime auto- 
mobile production. 


The expectation of high level | 


car production within the next 
few months contemplates no fur- 
ther strike troubles within the 
assembly division of the industry. 
NO STRIKES NEAR 

Those of the industry experts 
who anticipate a sharp upsurge in 
production admit the possibility 
of further conflict between man- 
agement and the CIO United Auto 
Workers’ Union, but they maintain 
that any union drive for additional 
wage increases will be deferred 
until] the year’s end, at least. 

They take the view that the re- 
cent General Motors strike, last- 
ing nearly 18 weeks, and frequent 
lay-offs due to parts shortages in 
other plants, have been so costly 


t will move even faster. 


| Chemists venturing this predic- 


‘tion point out that new materials 
from the laboratories have con- 
stantly provided more and more 
new jobs for Americans. 


For example, nearly half the 
65,000 employes of the country’s 
largest chemical manufacturer owe 
‘their jobs to products which did

Peak employment in chemical 
manufaeturing throughout the 
United States reached about 750,- 
000 during World War II—10 times 
above the 1919 level.

The modern chemical industry 
progresses “‘by finding and produc- 
ing things that the public doesn’t 
now know it wants,” said L. F. 
Livingston, speaker on industrial 
research. “Twenty-five years ago 
the public didn’t realize it needed 
cellophane or nylon or many of the 
other materials which have be- 
come essentials of modern life. 


New Chemicals Open 
Employment Field 


y THOMAS W. STEPHENSON 
NEW YORK, Had 22—(NANA)—Twenty years from now, 250,000 
men and women will have new jobs producing chemical materials 
which do not even exist today or are not now made on a commercial 
scale. That's if the American chemical industry moves as fast in. the 
future as it did in the last 20 years—and there is every likelihood 


Consequently, there are thousands 
of people today making a living in 
the manufacture and sale of ma- 
terials that were not even ideas a 
few -years ago.” 

More than 2,000 persons are now 
employed in making cellophane, 
which until 1929 was a small item; 
2,500. are making neoprene syn- 
thetic rubber, first made in 1931; 
and 3,000 making nylon, invented 
in 1938. 

Many additional jobs have been 
created in supplying raw materials 
and equipment for these new prod- 
ucts, and in using them after they 
leave the plants. where they are 
made. 

A steady decline in the price 
curve due to competitive selling 
and modern industrial methods 
has been an important factor in 
the chemical industry’s growth. 

For example, Du Pont’s average 
sales prices in 1945 were four per- 
cent below the level of 1939 de- 
spite a 37 percent advance in the 
national wholesale average and a 
46 per cent increase in average 
wage rates and in raw material 
costs.

Meanwhile, the production sched- 
ule goes forward with no inter- 
ruption for new model introduc- 
tion contemplated until well after 
the first of next year.

‘Divine Dispensation'’ Austin 


Predicts Success for UNO 


By FRANK I. WELLER 
WASHINGTON, June 22—(#)—Sen. Warren R. Austin, Republi- 
can, Vermont, says “It’s like a divine dispensation to serve mankind” 
to be chosen as U. S. Representative to the United Nations 


Handsome, round-faced, thin- 
haired, eye-glassed, he says he is 
sure UNO can make a go of it, and 
he is not booed under the porch 
by people who say Britain and 
Russia are out to get us. 

He told me he is convinced both 
nations will co-operate heartily in 
the Security Council and that all 
either wants is to be let alone. 


Austin, 68, has been in the Sen- 
ate 15 years. He is like what old- 
time Democrats used to call “Jimp- 
sonweed Republican”... he stays 
in the patch but he sprouts out. 
Some of his party colleagues got 
pretty provoked with him when 
he joined President Roosevelt in 
denouncing non-intervention and 
urged repeal of the Neutrality Act. 

He voted for Lend-Lease and the 
three and three-quarter billions 
loan to England. 

Of the latter he says: 

“U.S. dollars are needed to sta- 
bilize world currencies. We'll get 
our money back when borrowing 
neighbors have the material in- 
come to finance trade with us. 
We cannot afford again to have 
trade barriers ... such things as 
the ‘dollar bloc’ nations, the ‘ster- 
ling bloc’ nations, the ‘blocked 
marks’ of Hitler's rise to power, a 
‘ruble bloc’ or barter trade prev- 
alent in places as they were just 
prior to the last war.” 

Like a good, sturdy Republican, 
he told me he is not ready to see 
all tariffs knocked out but he is 
sure there never will be another 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff. He said tar- 
iffs could be scientifically adjust- 
ed so they wouldn't suppress trade 
and surely never should be a vir- 
tual embargo against a neighbor 
nation’s goods. 

Austin wouldn't say he is strict- 
ly for the Roosevelt-Hull reciprocal 
trade program. Opposed in some 
forms by various of his party col- 
leagues. But he did say he be- 
lieves treaties between just two 
countries are an open invitation 
to economic warfare and eventu- 
ally armed conflict. 

He said: 

“We must remove or at least 
reduce obstacles to world com- 
merce and open the natural re- 
sources of nations to the employ- 
ment of greater numbers of people. 
I consider UNO a great instrument 
in the mosaic of peace we must 
substitute for economic warfare.” 

The Senator described the “di- 
vine dispensation” to serve UNO 
as a reward for the fight he made 
for international co-operation when 
it seemed most of the Republican 
party was against him. He said 
he felt a large part of it has now 
turned to his side. 

On isolation he said in 1938: 

“Isolation is impossible. We are 
inextricably involved in the af- 
fairs of the world.”

HACHIMAN, Japan, June 22—(#)—The late Thomas A. Edison 
started a sizzling argument among residents in this otherwise quiet 
little Honshu town when Japan went to war with the United States. 


Super-patriots didn’t like the 
idea of paying homage to an 
American; they insisted the town’s 
monument to Edison must go. 


But the town elders argued 
back: “Edison was a friend of 
outs.

No, we 
aren’t at war with Mr. Edison.” 

The monument remained. 

It stands today as a proud re- 
minder of the contribution to de- 
velopment of light bulbs by Hach- 
iman, which is near Japan’s an- 
cient capital of Kyoto.

DROP A NICKEL IN THE SLOT 


Hot or Cold, Music, Mustard, 
- Coin Machine Will Have it 


By WILLIAM J. CONWAY 
CHICAGO, June 22—(4)—When U. S. industry gets back to 
normal, you'll be able to get food or drink—hot or cold, to order— 
simply by dropping money in slots, because the expanding coin ma- 
chine business is coining a lot of new ideas. 


In one stage or another of plan- 
ning or production are coin- 


operated machines that will serve 
heated hamburger, hot dog and 
cheese sandwiches, steaming cof- 
fee and soup, packaged ice cream, 
frozen foods or mechanically mix- 
ed soft drinks, and coin-fed radios 
for hotel rooms. 

There is talk in the trade, too, 
of devices that would provide fruit 
juice, canned goods, phonograph 
records, raw fruit, and emergency 
supplies of gasoline at night. 

Ready for production for ‘the 
Automatic Canteen Company of 
America is a grill that offers a 
choice of three hot sandwiches— 
frankfurter, melted cheese or ham- 
burger. The apparatus functions 
in a cabinet 72 inches high, the 
consumer puts in a coin, and 

esses one of three buttons. A 
Sueryia sandwich, sealed in a 
transparent wrapper, slides into a 
glass cylinder, is heated electroni- 
cally for 18 seconds, and slides out 
to the customer. 

A hot ee dispenser being man- 
ufactured for dio Chef, Inc., 
operates in somewhat similar fash- 
ion. When the money is inserted 
in a slot, a wiener in a bun and 
sealed wrapper drops into a glass 
tube. heat is applied by electronics 
for 20 seconds, and pops out in a 
serving niche. A rack for mustard 
jars can be fastened on one side 
of the cabinet, 

The mechanical drama _ that 
your nickel unfolds is achieved by 
a relatively simple and fool-proof 
mechanism. An electronic “eye” 
checks each step of the operation. 
If any one step is faulty, the 
whole process halts and the ma- 
chine returns the nickel. 

Among the handiest gadgets— 
supplying the “missing link” in 
mechanical merchandising —are 
change makers on the machines.

Ais Independent India Nears 


NEW DELHI, India, June 22—-(INS)—Twilight seems to be setting 
in for India’s 562 fabulously wealthy rajahs. 

The rulers of the native states, including one-quarter of this sub- 
continent’s 400,000,000 people, are in a panic over the outcome of 


Britain’s propo 
“liberalize” t 


The last royal autocrats in the 
world, they see their age-old pre- 
rogatives, privileges and treasures 
slipping from their grasps unless 
they act quickly to win over their 
discontented subjects. 


Shortly after Prime Minister 
Clement R. Attlee announced, on 
May 16, Britain’s program for 
a federated self-governing India, 
either inside or outside the Brit- 
ish commonwealth, the British 
Cabinet Mission here issued a 
warning memorandum to the na- 
tive rulers. 


The mission stated that once 
India is self-gdédverning, British 
military protection would be with- 
drawn from the native states. 


This would leave the rajahs 
without the strongest support 
they have had for remaining on 
their gem-studded thrones. Many 
rajahs fear that when the mili- 
tary goes, their subjects will rise 
against them. 


Though many of the native 
states, which range in area from 
approximately the size of Minne- 
sota down to mere estates with 
200 or 300 persons, have lagged in 
granting reforms and improving 
the lot of their peoples, some are 
ruled as liberally as the 11 prov- 
inces governed by the British. 


Thus, the 35-year-old Maharajah 
of Jaipur proclaimed the establish- 
ment of a bicameral legislature in 
1944 and has done much to raise 
the standard of living of his 
3,000,000 subjects. 


Travancore, with a population 
of 6,000,000, also has a bicameral 
legislature. It was the first na- 
tive state to admit untouchables to 
Hindu temples. Women, gener- 
ally kept in the background in the 
Orient, play an important part in 
Travancore’s public affairs. 


On the other hand, leaders of 
the independence movement in 
both major parties—the All-India 
Congress (Nationalist) Party and 
the Moslem League—protest that 
too many of the native princes are 
indifferent to the needs of their 
subjects. 

The rajah’s storied wealth— 
dream-like marble palaces, dia- 
monds, rubies, emeralds, platinum 
and gold—should be applied, In- 
dian patriots say, to something 
more useful than display. 


These critics look on the princes 
as expensive anachronisms, costly 
relics of the past. 

Naturally the rajahs do not 
want to surrender their palaces, 
royal elephants, precious jewels 
and the time-honored prerogatives 
that attach to their jobs. 


But, after long years, it begins 
to look as if they will have to.

The International Statistical Bu- 
reau, private research organiza- 
tion, said scattered signs of buyer 
resistance began to appear some 
weeks ago and now have become 
broad and numerous. 

“Little by little a_ significant 
change of buying mood has be 
come evident among consumers,” 
the Statistical Bureau said. “There 
has been as yet no flight from pur-

resistance to inferior merchan- 
dise.”’ 
WILL PAY FOR QUALITY 

Consumers will pay high prices 
for good quality, “but fewer are 
willing to buy anything that 
comes along regardless of price,” 
the Bureau said. In some isolated 
instances, like sheets and pillow: 
cases, they still are willing to buy 
sight unseen—and nylon lines con- 
tinue. But there was no rush for 
high-priced silk hosiery when it 
came onto the market recently and 
mo mob scene resulted when a 
New York store recently adver:

“Alert merchants are watching 
deliveries and their inventories for 
any signs of possible changes in 
market conditions,” said Lew 
Hahn, General Manager of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods’ Associa- 
tion. 

In the same vein, Carl Gamer, 
President of the Association of 
Buying Offices, said retailers rec- 
ognize that the customer will be- 
come progressively more choosey 
and are preparing to offset that 
by careful buying. 

“Store buyers are beginning to 
resist tie-in purchasing from man- 
ufacturers under which a store is 
asked to take certain amounts of 
less desirable items to obtain 
those he wants to buy,’ Gamer 
said. “If we weren't cautious in 
buying we could provoke a buy: 
ers’ strike.”

At the oth- 
er end of the scale, an exclusive 
shop reported that its clientele ex- 
pects a better, more carefully fin- 
ished product in return for the 
higher prices asked “even in the 
group where cost is of no con- 
cern.” 

B. D. Schwartz, President of the 
Guild of Better Shoe Manufactur- 
ers, said in the face of an acute 
shortage of high-grade footwear, 
women are becoming more selec- 
tive. 

“Thev want what

for the ultimate provision of more 


than 250,000,000 pounds of mar- 
garine yearly, the Colonial Office 


is hoping to place under cultiva- 


tion about 3,000,000 acres in Tan- 
ganyika, East Africa, for the pro- 
duction of ground nuts, from 
which a high yield of edible oil 
can be expected. A Colonial Of- 
fice spokesman said Saturday a 
survey party is scheduled to ar- 
rive in Tanganyika on June 24, 

“We can expect a preliminary 
report from them within a month 
and there is every prospect that 
the scheme will be a success,” he 
said. “The climate of Tanganyika 
is suitable for ground nut cultiva- 
tion, which is why our experts 
chose that territory. The nuts will 
be used not only for margarine but 
also for soap manufacture.” 


If the mission brings back a fa- 
vorable report it is planned that 
the land be cleared and the plant- 
ing done by December, 1947. If the 
crops succeed, the first harvest in 
1948 ought to yield enough for 
well over 100,000 tons of good- 
quality margarine. The ground 
nuts can be harvested about four 
and a half months after planting, 
it is stated here, so there will be 
more than one crop a year. 


The Food Ministry was cagey 
when approached on the matter, 
admitting considerable interest but 
asserting it is too early yet to 
prophesy results of the scheme.

FASTER RATE THAN IN ‘20 


Stock Split-Ups Change — 
Corporate Complexions 


NEW YORK, June 22—(4)—Financial facials in the form of stock 
split-ups and stock dividends are changing corporate complexions at. 


the fastest rate in history. 
More than 125 companies have 


completed or proposed stock in- 
creases thus far in the year. Many 
have authorized stock dividends 
instead of cash. As many as two 
or three new announcements have 
been hitting the financial pages 
daily. 

Veteran Wall Streets claim the 
present trend has outstripped 
even the fast rate of similar op- 


erations in the 1920’s. 

Split-ups usually accompany ris- 
ing prices and heightened public 
interest in the stock market. These 
conditions exist now and are 
among the many which parallel 
developments of the '20’s. 


| 


Another factor is the belief that 
wide ownership of securities make 
for better business-consumer rela- 
tions. ' 

In the case of stock dividends— 
which is in effect a stock split-up 
—a corporation can satisfy the 
dividend-conscious shar e-holdets 
with disbursement of cash. If a 
company had 1,000,000 shares out 
standing and 2,000,000 shares au- 
thorized, a share-for-share divi- 
dend could be effected merely by 
distributing to shareholders tb 
1,000,000 shares authorized but na 
previously issued. : 

Recent experience shows that 
when a split-up is first p 
the price of the stock frequently 


Security dealers attribute this| advances and larger trading actiy- 


to a number of reasons, including: 

“Desire of a corporation to im- 
prove the marketability of its 
shares. For instance, if a stock 
priced at $200 a share is split 
four-for-one, the price theoreti- 
cally would drop to $50 a share. 
According to this theory, more in- 
vestors would find the stock at- 
tractive at the lower price al- 
though for a given amount of 
money they would be buying the 
same equity in the company on 
either basis. 

Some companies, brokers say, 
want to reduce per share earn- 
ings and by so doing forestall 
charges by labor or political 
groups of too large profits, Here’s 
the way it works out: 

A corporation made $1,000,000 
in 1945 when it had 100,000 shares 
of capital stock in the hands of 
the public. This figures out to 
earnings of $10 a share. Last 
month the company split its stock 
two-for-one, which raised public 
earnings. 

At the end of 1946, let's say, 
the company again earned $1,000,- 
000. But per share earnings would 
have dropped to $5 a share. 

Many corporations figure that 
large public participation in their 
stock results in a larger market 
for their products—every share- 
holder a customer.

Mrs. Leonora Raines, who liter- 
ally grew up with Atlanta and has 
watched its phenomenal expan- 
sion from a nucleus that centered 
about Washington and Whitehall 
Streets, mingles fact and reminis- 
cence in an arresting account of 
music making in those early years, 
which she read at a meeting of 
the Atlanta Historical Society. 

We are reprinting the chronicle 
in part, believing that names and 
data will revive meny pleasant 
recollections among readers who 
recall that era and will serve to 
give those, who came after, some 
knowledge of Atlanta’s musical 
past. 

“The South,” says Mrs. Raines, 
“was the traditional home of mu- 
sic and song. Every jnouse had 
a musical instrument and every 
family, a player or singer, good or 
bad. Every one loved music and 
every one encouraged and helped 
along the fine art. 

“In Atlanta, there was a large 
Beethoven Society and a Rossini 
Club that met in the Terminal, 
later Georgia Railroad, offices. 
Officers of the Beethoven organ- 
ization were Tulius Brown, Presi- 
dent: Donald Bain, Vice President; 
Charles Currier, Secretary; E. A. 
Werner, Treasurer; Stephen Ryan, 
Librarian. Directors were W. A. 
Carkins, James W. English, C. W. 
Goodnoe, and Dr. Theodore Schu- 
man. 

“Mrs. Mary Madden may be 
said to have been the dean of 
music in old Atlanta. She would 
have only the best and she would 
have the classics. She was a 
Southerner, daughter of dilistin- 
guished pioneer stock, who re- 
ceived her training in Baltimore. 
FOREIGN TEACHERS 

“Foreigners, who came here to 
teach, were of good birth and 
manners. Among them were Prof. 
and Mrs. Schultz, she a Von der 
Hoya; and Prof. and Mrs. Alfredo 
Barili, she of noble Silesian fam- 
ily, and he, a nephew of Adelina 
Patti. The Schultzes were quite 
foreign-looking, the professor with 
his Plantagenet beard, his wife, 
with her long side-curls, and their 
small boy, Amadeo, three or four 
years old, with his walking cane. 

“Miss Emma Hahr, Swedish by 
birth, American by adoption, gave 
lessons as well as recitals. Wurm’s 
Band did much to set Atlanta 
taste. Father Wurm and his three 
sons did not waste their time on 
poor music. I think the Wurms 
were the first to try to organize 
a symphony orchestra, but Atlan- 
ta, just recovering from the War 
Between the States, was far too 
poor to support such a luxury.

And in this novel she has at least 
two such clans: Jessamy’s fam- 
ily, the Blakes, and the very un- 
English and extrovert brood, the 
Morgans. 

In the Blake household, the 
mother of five has just run away 
with an artist, and the bitter 
father is sulking in his study 
while family unity heads for 
dangerous’ shoals. But Uncle 
Lionel, everybody’s favorite uncle, 
rushes in where angels might 
fear to tread. 

Having first rented his flat on 
Half Moon Street in London on 
a most favorable three-year lease, 
he arrives at Corderoys at Ruston 
Copthall, on the Downs in Berk- 
shire, to appropriate the Pear 
Room, easily the most comfort- 
able in the house.

But it is Jessamy who will break 
all but the hardest hearts.

E. Lee at the Mexican War. 

A raw lieutenant of engineers, 
Lee, through skill and daring, rose 
to colonel during the Mexican 


campaign and Gen. Scott reward- | 


ed him by appointing him super- 
intendent of the U. S. Military 
Academy at West Point. 

The author takes up a little 
publicized portion of Lee’s career 
(1856 to 1861) that is believed to 
have shaped his destiny as an in- 
comparable tactician and leader 
of men. 

Gen. Scott assigned Lee to the 
frontier post along the Mexican 
border in an attempt to “human- 
ize” the wild Comanche Indians.

One of the least noted forms of wildlife loss is the pollution of 
our streams. Each year, Georgia, and most of the other States, lose 
an extremely large number of fish through the pollution of rivers 
and lakes. The usual forms of pollution are pretty well known. 
Refuse from sewage, industrial plants, and the illegal introduction 
of poison into the streams account for most of the loss. 


last meeting were read and ap- 
proved. On the recommendation 
of Charles N. Elliott, Director of 
the Commission, the Commission 
approved an agreement with the 
North Carolina Department of 
Game and Inland Fisheries where- 
by Lake Chatuga would be mark- 
ed with a buoy on the boundary 
between the two States. Disciples 
of Izaak Walton fishing south of 
the buoy must have Georgia fish- 
ing licenses, those fishing north 
of the buoy, North Carolina li- 
censes. 


The Commission anticipates a 
production of about 3,000,000 fish 
in 1946 from the State hatcheries. 


The Commission approved the 
report on the Coastal Fisheries 
showing an increase in income and 
a much higher, production of 
oysters. Georgia is now on the 
approved list for interstate ship- 
ment of oysters. 

A partial income report showed 
over $283,000 for 1945-46, with the 
possibility of passing the $300,000 
mark before the end of the fiscal 
year. This compares more than 
favorably with $142,000 in 1943- 
1944, and $196,000 for 1944-45.

State President Addresses 
Home Demonstration Council 


Mrs. Frank A. Dennis, President 
of Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs, represented the organiza- 
tion at the recent meeting of the 
Home Demonstration Council at 
the University of Georgia. She 
talked on “Building Today for To- 
morrow’s World,” and her re 
marks were introduced by the 
question: “I wonder if you know 
you are the daughters of Georgia 
Federation of Women's Clubs?” 

“In 1900.” she stated, “clubwom- 
en paid the salary of the first 
home economics course taught in 
the State, because they could get 
no one to finance anything so rev- 
olutionary. Clubwomen helped se- 
cure the first appropriation for ex- 
tension work. In 1901, they began 
the fight to open the doors of .the 
University to women. 

“The belief of clubwomen in vo- 
cational education was so strong 
that they opened their own school 
at Tallulah Falls when they could 
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not secure State aid for that ex- 
periment. Since 1909, clubwomen 
have owned and operated their 
own school, Here arts and crafts 
have been taught along with the 
three Rs so successfully that ev- 
ery high school is now patterned 
in part on that plan. 


“The Federation has completed 
a new building at Tallulah school 
at a cost of $100,000—and all bills 
are paid, Members are building an 
even greater Tallulah on the firm 
foundations of the past. The Fed- 
eration’s Student Aid Foundation 
has helped educate 1,600 Georgia 
girls and has an ever widening cir- 
cle of usefulness. The major de- 
partments of federated work are 
continuing and members are meet- 
ing the needs of their communities 
on the community level. 

“The women organizing the Gen- 
eral Federation of Wamen’s Clubs 
56 years ago showed great vision. 
They foresaw the day would come 
when the peace and security of 
their homes would not depend on 
weapons of war but on the peace 
and security of the whole world. 
Therefore, they did not say “Na- 
tional” but®“General” Federation, 
foreseeing the time when women’s 
clubs in every country would fed- 
erate for mutual helpfulness. 
There are now 61 clubs in 30 for- 
eign countries and each state is 
asked to adopt and sponsor a for- 
eign club. We are using all our 
vision, wisdom and prayers for 
guidance that we may build today 
to make tomorrow’s world secure.”

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What Is Labor's Plan? 


CIO criticism of President Harry S. 


Truman for his action in the railway 


strike appeals to the public as a handy 
substantiation of the belief many have 
that labor’s entire program is one of 
“Gimme.” 

A great many persons have risen, out 
of a sincere regard for the future of this 
country, to say there must be some method 
of settling labor disputes. 

These persons are not those who think 
such settlements must be made on the 
basis of some compromise by labor alone. 
They are by those who recoghize that 
management, too, bears an equal respon- 
sibility and that often it is management 
which blocks settlement. 

Yet the nation still awaits word from 
labor. 

Not a man in labor’s ranks has stood 
and said: 

“Yes, there must be some way to settle 
strikes which will avoid the wasteful 
methods now in use. Yes, there must be 


some manner to protect loss of wages to 
workers and loss of goods and services to 
the nation. Yes, there must be some 
method to prevent the stagnation of the 
entire nation by a rail or shipping strike.” 

What plan does labor propose? 

It is all very well for labor to be bel- 
ligerent in protection of its rights. 

But the people as a whole would have 
more confidence in labor if just once its 
voice would be raised in constructive dis- 
cussion, and not always in criticism or 
in bellicose denunciation of someone who 


has tried to keep the economy of the 


nation going. 

In this connection, former Mayor La- 
Guardia, of New York, has proposed a 
court to hear labor disputes. It would be 
a court created by law with approved 
legal machinery and severe penalties. 

What does labor think of it? 

Is it bad? If so, wherein? 

And if it won’t do—what will? 

Let us have a plan. 


Eurith Has Eugene's Number, All Right 


It is becoming increasingly apparent 
that ex-Gov. Eurith D. Rivers is out of the 
gubernatorial contest, it being a race be- 
tween the forces of reaction—as repre- 
sented by Eugene Talmadge—on one 
hand, and of good government—as repre- 
sented by Jimmie Carmichael—on the 
other. _ : 

Nevertheless, Mr. Rivers has made a 
considerable contribution to the campaign 
with as true an appraisal of Eugene Tal- 
madge as it has ever been our pleasure to 
read. ‘ 

Said Mr. Rivers: “I have known 
Gene’s hypocrisy all of these years. He 
goes out in the country, pulls his hair 
down over his eyes, snaps his galluses and 
raves and rants and puts on a big show. 
Then when he gets back to Atlanta, he 
slicks his hair back, puts on his frock- 
tail coat and dances the tango on the 
‘Henry Grady ballroom floor with‘his fork- 
tail coat flying in the breeze and his hair 
slicked back with goose grease. Gene 
makes out like he is a hick out in the 
country, but he is a regular gigolo on the 
dance floors in Atlanta. 

“He has for a manager in this cam- 
paign City Slicker Jim Page, the former 
manager of the Henry Grady Hotel, who 
quit his job managing that big hotel in 
order to manage Talmadge’s campaign. 
This manager, Jim Page, has 120 suits of 
clothes. That is just about 60 times as 
many suits as.the average mgn in Georgia 
has and 120 times as many as most men 
have. Even Gene admits that Jim Page, 
his campaign manager, changes suits six 
times a day, twice in the morning, twice 
in the afternoon, and twice at night. 

“This 120 suits city slicker manager of 
Gene Talmadge was written up in one of 


these big national magazines like the ones 
that write up Arnall, only this magazine 
was the Esquire. The Esquire magazine 
told how many suits Jim Page has and 
that he struts around Atlanta calling him- 
self the best-dressed man in the United 
States. One of the big Atlanta papers 
picked up the magazine story. Jim liked 
the publicity, but it didn’t sound good 
during the clothing shortage when many 
of our men coming home from war didn’t 


even have a pair of pants, much less a 
suit. Gene saw something had to be done, 


so he made Jim Page give four of these 
120 suits to returning servicemen to 
square things up, so now Jim Page, Tal- 
madge’s campaign manager, is struggling 
along on the 116 suits he’s got left. 
“Jim is just hoping that Gene can get 
elected so he can call out the National 
Guard again, put our cotton mill workers 
in concentration camps when they are 
trying to get a living wage and get the 
textile manufacturers to get together four 
more suits for Jim Page to take the place 
of the four he gave away. I mention this, 
my friends, because it is illustrative of the 
fact that ‘actually Talmadge, parading as 
a friend of the common people, is not their 
friend except when he wants their vote. 
“He fad a chance to be a friend of the 
old people, and he vetoed old-age pensions. 
“He had a chance to be a friend to the 


school children, and he vetoed free school, 


books. 

“He had a chance to be the friend of the 
rural people, and he vetoed the seven- 
month school term bill for their benefit. 

“He had a chance to be ? friend to the 
homeowners, and he blocked home ex- 
emptions with his 15-mill limitation pro- 
posal.”

The Plot 
To Control Georgia 


Primaries began in Georgia in the 1870's. 
The party officials of each county were in 

AS charge. 

There was immediate corruption. 
when they wished. 

Persons voted who were not registered, since each county did 
as it pleased. The State party organization had rules, but since 
there was no law about it, the county groups paid not the slight- 
est attention. 


By 1890 it was obvious that primaries in Georgia were a farce 
insofar as honesty was concerned. 
The first law was therefore enacted. 


It required managers tu take an oath fairly and impartially to 
conduct the primaries. It also imposed other duties on the man- 
agers, looking toward honesty in the primaries. 

This soon was seen not to be enough. 

By 1908 other legislation was enacted. 

It required the primaries be held on the same date. It required 
an oath of clerks and assistants. It also provided no one might 
vote in a primary unless his name appeared on the registration 
lists. It provided for an official ballot. 


Counties held primaries 


During this time the county unit system was 
Unit System sometimes used and sometimes not. It was en- 
tirely up to the party managers to decide. 

It generally was recognized that the will of the people was being 
ignored by political bosses who ruled the State. After long strug- 
gle the Neill Primary Law finally was adopted in 1917. 

It covered all phases of voting and provided for run-offs and for 
the use of the unit system. All laws with reference to qualifica- 
tion of voters and their registration were applied to primaries. 

This was the solemn judgment of the State conventions from 
1914 to 1916 and the bosses were finally overruled and the necessary 
legislation enacted. 

THEY BROKE THE POWER OF ANY ONE MAN OR GROUP 
OF MEN TO RULE STATE POLITICS. 

THEY MADE IT IMPOSSIBLE FOR ANY CITY OR GROUP 
OF CITY MACHINES TO CONTROL STATE POLITICS. 

There was need for such a law. 

There had been, some raw occurrences. 


Causes In 1914 fhere had been three candidates for the nomina- 

tion to the United States Senate. There were not 

enough primary laws. The unit system was not in use, the Neill 

law not having been adopted. There was no plurality 

for any one candidate. The State convention, in charge of a few 

men, gave the nomination to one who had not carried the most 
counties. 

Had there been in existence the laws of today there would have 
had to be a run-off. 

In 1916 the personnel of the*® Court of Appeals of Georgia was 
increased from three to six. 

Three leaders led in the popular vote in a majority of counties. 

The party convention, controlled, ignored the three judges given 
the most votes and selected its own nominee. 

They were not given, as the law now requires, the unit votes 
of the counties they carried. 

Since the adoption of the Neill Primary Law there have been 
other amendments. . 

The strongest of these was sought by Eugene Talmadge after 
his defeat in 1938 by Sen. Walter George. Mr. Talmadge claimed 
he was robbed and the law did not give him the right of recount. 
He sought such a law and obtained it.

ticians. 

He seeks to make enough people afraid of the Negro to accom- 
plish this. 

It is impossible to believe he will fool enough people. 

The people surely want to retain the protection of their laws. 
The people surely have enough faith in themselves to believe that 
with an average of almost 10 white persons voting to every Negro, 
with the county-unit system wiping out the influence of big city 
votes, their primary still would be white and in their hands. It is 
silly to charge that any one of the three candidates is ‘“pro-Negro.” 

It is no more true of James V. Carmichael and E. D. Rivers than 
it is of Mr. Talmadge himself: This he knows. He is aiming for 


State control. So he deals in smears. 
Why? It is proper to ask why Mr. Talmadge wishes to abol- 

ish all laws and substitute a Talmadge and Roy Harris 
primary. Certainly, Mr. Talmadge isn’t worried himself. But why 
is he trying to make others afraid? 

Mr. Talmadge plans to move on to the U. S. Senate in the event 
there is a vacancy—as his headquarters openly hopes for. His can- 
didate for the special election, in such an event, is already picked. 

With the State primaries removed from the protection of law 
and delivered into the hands of Mr. Eugene Talmadge and his 
party, with the unit system abolished if they so desire to attain 
their ends. 

Shall we tear down our laws; turn over our primaries to one 
man; create a Georgia full of fears, tensions and bitterness while 
other States in the South keep their laws and primaries and attain 
the prosperity headed South—just because Mr. Talmadge wants to 
set up a State and big city machine—with no controlling laws? 

Shall we be fooled by fear that one Negro voter can outvote 10 
white voters in a primary in which State law requires the unit vote. 

Do we really want to destroy government and elections by law— 
and give the State over to ruin and rule by a few men?

Price Control--Last Resorts 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is on vacation.) 


Price contro] has been so thoroughly wrecked in Congress that 
the Administration’s prospects of salvaging much that is useful 
out of the debris are thin. It is quite unlikely to accept the respon- 
sibility for administering the Senate version of the extension bill. 
The House version now looks strong by comparison, but it was 
generally regarded when it was passed as a very damaging blow 
at effective price control. 

It may not be impossible for the conference committee, if it is 
so minded, to agree on a final version that is better than nothing. 
It may be just possible that, on reconsideration, a majority of both 
Houses will accept the bill that is better than nothing. 

If these possibilities do not materialize, the President almost 
certainly will exercise his veto power and place the blame for ex: 
posing the country to the terrible risks of inflation where it belongs. 
He could then make a final plea to Congress to extend OPA in its 
present form for a limited period—-perhaps four to six months for 
price control, and a year for rent control. 

Congress seems disposed to go along with rent control. As 
Paul Porter, OPA Administrator, has warned, rents cannot be held 
where they are when the costs of everything else are allowed to 
rise. Some readjusiments in rents probably are already justified 
on the basis of the costs of upkeep and repairs to landlords. But 
a controlled rise would be only a fraction of the jump that would 


occur if rent control were abolished. 

; The other controls which probably are most 
Essentials needed are on food, clothing and perhaps a few of 
the products going into new housing. With these, and rent con- 
trol, the most essential things in living would be covered. Other 
prices might be left to find their own levels. Most families which 
want new automobiles, new furniture, new gadgets of all kinds. can 
get along with what they have a while longer if they don’t want 
to pay higher prices. But all of them must eat and be clothed. And 
it looks as if the housing shortage would be with us for a long 
time to come. 

Price control in the clothing field has never been very effective. 
Various efforts by OPA to force the production of lower cost items 
have had poor success. 

Price controls on food, on the other hand, have been rather 
effective on the whole. With the aid of subsidies they have, until 
very recently, held food costs to the consumer pretty stable for 
several years. The present shortage of meat almost certainly will 
disappear temporarily as soon as the future of OPA is determined. 
Lack of feed will force the marketing of livestock. 

By late Autumn, however, meat probably will be short again. 
And if we do our duty to starving peoples in other lands, grains 
and fats will be short in this country well into 1947, if not longer. 

Apart from rents, food is the realm in which price control is 
most important to the average family. And it is a realm in which, 
as in housing, there is little prospect that shortages will quickly be 
overcome by rising production. Whether effective price controls on 
food can be saved, in the face of farm bloc opposition, especially 
in the Senate, is doubtful. But if they are not saved, another round 
of wage demands will be inevitable and millions of other workers, 
especially those in the white collar class, will be badly hurt. 

If Congress could be persuaded to continue price contr®ls, 
backed by subsidies on food and a few other specified commodities, 
especially some of those going into housing, together with rent 
control, it would have a program which would make some sense 
and do some good. If controls on wearing apparel, faulty as they 
are, could be continued a few months longer, the program would 
still be better. Such a program might stall off another series of 
wage demands, which would force costs and prices still higher. 
It might be just enough to prevent what may otherwise be a 
disaster.

Perhaps each one of us 
sometime used the expression, “I 
don’t feel quite myself,’ meaning 
that one is not at his best. So we 
Say of a singer, an orator, an ac- 
tor, “he was not up to himself.” 
Instinctively each man _ claims 
that his best is his real self. In the 
realm of sports, he claims that the 
best game he ever played is “my 
game,” even though he never 
played it but once. I here rise to 
support that claim. 

The very best that a man can 
do, or be, is his real self. When 
he is “off his game’’—playing less 
than his best game—he is to that 
extent, below his real self. Be- 
cause a man is only at his best 
when‘an ideal or a goal has sum- 
moned all of his faculties and 
forces into action, and dragooned 
the full powers Of his personality 
for accomplishment. Anything less 
than that is less than his real self. 

So I maintain that a man 
should be judged by his best, and 
not by his worst. This should also 
apply to organizations, _ nations, 
and races. It is utterly unfair, as 
is so often done, to pick out of 
some organization, which is doing 
a worthwhile service, a few com- 
munists, or other irresponsible 
radicals, and label it as “subver- 
sive.” So much of the world’s 
prejudices and hatreds have come 
from that form of unfair criticism, 
which exaggerates the worst and 
blinds the eyes of men to the best. 

Life in a very real sense is one’s 
search for one’s self. The search 
is not necessarily a conscious 
seeking, nor has one usually any 
definite picture of that self he 
would find. But the instinctive ef- 
fort to give expression to the 
physical and psychic powers, 1s 
one’s reach after himself. Baby's 
first reach after the 
bauble held before his eyes, is the 
first conscious response of his pos- 
sible personality. When he toddles 
out of the nursery big-eyed with 
curiosity, into the great world of 
sights and sounds, it is in response 
to an inward urge for self expres- 
sion, 

But why in the world outside, 
to search for self? Because, like 
baby’s bauble, it is the world out- 
side which. calls to the self in- 
side, and the realization of the 
self comes in answer to these out- 
side challenges. Which powers of 
one’s personality will be awaken- 
ed and summoned into action is 
determined by the prize, ideal, or 
goal, which calls to him, in com- 
pelling attractiveness. 

Here is the fundamental ques- 
tion in education, whether in the 
home or the formal school room. 
What appeals shall be made to the 
latent powers of the personality? 
For education is the process of 
and directing these 
powers. There may be tastes and 
ambitions, with inherited powers 
for their realization, which are 
never awakened, because no voice 
calls them from their slumber, 
and no ideal dares them to ac- 
complishment. These are the lost 
possibilities, and they are all 
needed for the realization of the 
complete, the best, self. 

This is the self which each one 
of us, unconsciously, and too oft- 
en blindly, is seeking. It is an in- 
finitely better self than has ever 
yet found expression in word or 
conduct. This is the “lost” man. 
This is the man whom Jesus 
came into the world to find. He 
believed profoundly in the possi- 
bility of this best man in each 
one of us. So He calls to that best 
within us. Those of us who would 
represent Him in the world, must 
cease looking with eynical criti- 
cism for the worst, that we may 
condemn, but with His faith, look 
for, and call for,

- Churches and World Order 


From both great branches of the Christian church, Catholic and 
Protestant, have come in these last days exhortations to seek peace, 
between and within human societies, through the application of 
Christian principles of justice, mercy and stewardship. 

A short time ago, Cardinal Spellman, addressing a vast gather- 
ing of the Catholic community in the Metropolitan Opera, asserted: 

“Faith alone can survive and surmount the ruthless, mutinous 
passions of pretenders to peace who presume the power to define 
and impose it. Peace is the work of justice, and justice cannot 
yield her ripe fruit of wisdom while freedom is still shackled by 
the conceits of men... who... bar peoples and nations from the 
mutual understanding upon which true peace must be based.” 

A few days later, the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America, representative of the great majority of the Protestant 
communities of America, issued a sober, thoughtful and detailed 
report on “the churches and world order.” 

Thus a great Christian criticism of secular policy is forming 
within the frames of reference which are the basis of our culture— 
a criticism the more powerful and influential because it appeals 
beyond national or group interest to principle and consideration of 
the long-range welfare of humanity.

There are, for 
instance, nearly twice as many Catholics as there are members of 
both great trade union bodies. There are more than five times as 
many Christian communicants, counted together. 


There are, in the churches, thousands of simple pastors and 
priests, and hundreds of distinguished intellects. And whatever 
their shortcomings, as human individuals may be, there is no other 
such body of moral and intellectual leadership devoted to the main- 
tenance and improvement of standards and working at many points, 
for the same end, with the only considerable American non-Christian 
religious leaders: the Jewish rabbinates. 


It is in the American tradition, also, that the churches should 
exercise their influence and voice their criticism of secular affairs. 
The earliest American communities grew up around four institu- 
tions: the town hall—the earliest seat of democratic government— 
the court, the school, the church. 


This nation was founded by God-fearing men who attempted to 
translate into the basic concepts of the republic, principles of justice 
deriving from the Bible. No country more often ieiubioen the Creator 
in its great documents. Even Jefferson, who u the theo 
of his day by his skeptical and non-conformist d declared Chris- 
tianity to embody “a system of morals, the most perfect and sublime 
that has ever been taught by man,” and, in the declaration, justified 
the rights of man as an inalienable endowment by the Creator. 


Our national hymn calls God our king. We print on our coins 
“In God We Trust.” The greatest American battle song—Julia 
Ward Howe’s—is also a Christian hymn. And in the early days of 
our country, scholars and divines exercised an authority and m- 
fluence over the mind of the nation comparable to that of business- 
men or their public relations counsels, and union leaders today— 
and one may question whether the change has been for the better.

Under the Methodist law of age 
limitation three clerical members 
of the North Georgia Conference 
are slated for retirement from ac- 
tive service at the November 
session to be held in Atlanta. 
Possibility of the retirement of 


a fourth man is also announced. |. 


Methodist law stipulates that an- 
nual conference clerical members 
whose 72nd birthday precedes the 
first day of a regular annual con- 
ference session, shall automatical- 
ly be retired from the active min- 
istry at that conference session. 
Dr. A. M. Pierce, of Atlanta; the 
Rev. Frank Quillian, of Ben Hill; 
the Rev. A. P. Watkins, of Nor- 
wood, are listed for retirement! in 
November under this law, which 
became operative in 1942. 

The Rev. W. H. Clark, of Win- 
der, whose 72nd birthday anni- 
versary comes on the day the an- 
nual conference convenes, may 
possibly retire at the same con- 
ference session. 


174 YEARS OF SERVICE 


The total combined, years of pas- 
toral service given to the church 
by the four men named is 174. 
Dr. Pierce is credited with 51 
years of conference membership, 
Quillian with 47, Clark with 42, 
and Watkins with 34. .

13,000 MILES AN HOUR!

A flight to the moon is no longer a Jules Verne 
fantasy, says this aviation expert. Here’s how 
he would travel through interplanetary space 


VER since the Army’s radar technicians 

made successful contact with the moon, 
talk about journeying to our satellite has 
been running riot. It is man’s age-old dream, 
presented generations ago by Jules Verne and 
revamped some 50 years ago by H. G. Wells. 
It is being presented now with technicolor 
trimmings and much fanciful foolishness. 

Most of this present-day “‘moon flying’”’ is 
being done in oversized versions of the ordi- 
nary Fourth of July skyrocket. These gigantic 
affairs — which of course do not yet exist out- 
side of the imagination — are fired into the 
air at enormous speeds and with terrific accel- 
erations. They use up virtually all their 
fuel load in breaking away from the 
earth’s gravity. Then they “‘coast’”’ moon- 
ward, quite uncontrolled. 

Out in space, it is assumed, everything be- 
comes “weightless,” with strange results. 
Passengers and furniture float around the 
ship’s interior because there is no gravity to 
hold them in place. Water rises from the glass- 
es and rests in mid-air. There is no “‘up’”’ and 
no “‘down”’ inside the rocket ship — a very 


inconvenient and uncomfortable situation, to 
say the least. 

To my mind, man’s imagination has not 
kept pace with scientific progress. 

The drawings on these pages show my ver- 
si0n —- as an aeronautical engineer, prac- 
tical flyer and test pilot — of what-an earth- 
to-moon space ship of the future might look 
like. Here are some quick facts about it. 


Space-Ship Features 


It witt be driven by some new source of 
power, such as atomic energy. 

It will take off on its journey with slow ease 
and comfort — not with a jolting rush. 

It will be able to hover — remain motion- 
less — in space, either far away or close to the 
surface of the earth or some other planet. 

Out in space it will travel sideways — not 
head on. 

Far beyond the reach of the earth’s grav- 
ity, it will have an artificial gravily to keep 
passengers and furniture and water and every- 
thing else comfortably in place 

The pilot will have complete control over 
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the ship at all times. There will be no uncon- 
trolled “‘coasting.”” 

It will make the trip to the moon in three 
and a half hours, with a top speed of more 
than 139,000 miles an hour. 

The ship itself will be no bigger than an 
average airplane. 

Now, lest I be misunderstood, let me say 
that none of the above — or what follows — 
is a hard and fast prophecy. I reserve the 
right to alter it, or throw it out the window. 
I say only that such a ship is theoretically 
possible and feasible. More than that, all 
but one of the elements for such flights 
are already at hand. 

That one element, the misging link in the 
chain, is a fuel light enough, powerful enough, 
compact enough to contain in extremely small 
packages the immense energy required for 
interplanetary travel. Given such a fuel, I 
would gladly undertake to design and build 
a serviceable space ship. 3 

There is, after all, nothing mysterious about 
interplanetary flying. On the contrary, outer 
space is ideal for rocket propulsion. There 
being neither atmospheric resistance nor grav- 
ity to overcome, every bit of the push, or 
thrust, produced by our rocket motors s 
converted into speed. Under these conditions 
there is virtually no limit to the velocities 


that can be developed 
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We can skip them. But others have been 
offered by authentic scientists, men like the 
able G. Edward Pendray of the American 
Rocket Society. 

These authorities necessarily deal with the 
problem of reaching the moon with the means 
and fuels now known and available. That 


cramps their style. The rocket ships they pro-. 


ject become gigantic and cumbersome be- 
yond the confines of practicability. To de 
liver 100 pounds of “‘pay load’’ on the moon, 
Mr. Pendray has calculated, the rocket plus 
fuel would have to weigh, at the start, at least 
25,566 tons! And this is reckoning for only a 
one-way trip. When the assignment is to in- 
clude a human passenger and provide for a 
return journey, the whole scheme becomes 
merely a scientific abstraction. 

Nearly all the moon rockets thus far de- 
scribed are fired like gigantic shells out 
of super-gigantic cannons. As I have 
pointed out, their first task is to tear away 
from the earth’s surface fast enough to get 
through the gravitational zone and into outer 
space. To do that, a speed of 6.64 miles per 
second, or about 25,000 miles per hour, is re- 
quired almost immediately 
after the take-off — what is — 
technically known as the 
“velocity of escape.”’ 

But while the human body 
can endure almost any con- 
stant speed, it cannot stand 
such rapid change of speed, 
or acceleration. So the possibility of human 
passengers seems to be ruled out. Then again, 
beyond the realm of gravity, when the ship 
is “coasting,’’ the old problem of “‘weightless- 
ness” sets in. Probably our human passenger 
— if he survives to this point —- would not 
experience any ill effects. But neither would 
he enjoy the experience. 


Plight Beyond Gravity 


Most laymen have a false idea of what hap- 
pens in a ship beyond the reach of gravity, 
where everything weighs nothing. We should 
not accept this literally. Though matter loses 
weight, its mass remains. Therefore, while a 
piano may be floating freely, if it happens to 
come your way it will crush you just as surely 
as if you and it were on the ground. 

But with a fuel capable of generating almost 
inexhaustible power, the whole picture chang- 
es. There is no call to shoot the rocket into 
space as from a cannon — it can take off 
slowly, the pilot increasing the speed at a 
rate that the human body can take without 
discomfort. Most important of all, the flight 
beyond gravity will no longer be a matter of 
“coasting.” Instead, our ship will have unin- 
terrupted rocket propulsion. Both speed and 
direction can be controlled by the pilot. 

To cover the 240,000 miles between our 
earth and the moon, enormous speeds would 
be developed. But I repeat: velocity alone 
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no “down” tmside the rocket ship — a very 


does not constitute a hazard; we could prob- 
ably travel at any speed less than the speed 
of light without untoward effects. What does 
affect the human body is acceleration, the rate 
at which speed is increased; and deceleration, 
the rate at which speed is decreased. 

It is not speed as such, but the rate of 
change in speed, that represents the hazard 
to pilot and passengers in dive bombing, in 
stunting, or in tight banking of an airplane. 
It is important to grasp this phenomenon, 
because on it depends our method of provid- 
ing an “artificial gravity’ and, in fact, a 
totally new concept of motion in space flying. 


Gravity Causes Acceleration 


As EVERY schoolboy knows, a falling body 
on the earth constantly goes faster and 
faster, gaining speed at the rate of 32 feet per 
second as long as it is falling. In the atmos- 
phere this rate is altered by air resistance, 
but the force to produce such an acceleration 
is still there — and it is, of course, the force 
of the earth’s gravity. Therefore a force 
corresponding to this amount of acceleration 
is called one “‘gravity,”’ or one g. 

If you were in an elevator 
that was suddenly given an 
upward acceleration of 32 
feet per second, this force of 
one g would be added to the 
earth’s gravity and your 
weight would be doubled. 
Actually, elevators do not 
take on speed so rapidly because it would be 
uncomfortable for the passengers. But the 
effect of their acceleration is easily noticed, 
just the same, if you stop to think about it. 

Shut your eyes in a quiet, well-designed 
elevator moving at a constant speed and you 
will not know that you are in motion. Only 


' when the speed is increased or decreased will 


you become aware of the fact. As the elevator 
starts and gathers speed, you have the feeling 
of being pushed toward the floor; acceleration 
is adding weight to your body, so that your 
knees buckle. When the acceleration ceases 
and the speed becomes constant, your sensa- 
tions return to normal. When the elevator 
slows down or decelerates, you seem to be 
leaving the floor. You feel lighter. 


This proves that our bodies do not | 


know the difference between ‘‘real’’ 
weight, caused bv gravity, and the weight 
effects caused by acceleration and de- 
celeration. Passengers in_ interplanetary 
space experiencing a constant acceleration of 
one gravity will mistake this acceleration for 
genuine gravity. They will be deceived — for 
the sake of their own comfort. Their sensa- 
tions will be exactly the same as those due to 
gravity on the earth's surface. This also is 

true of deceleration at the same rate. 
It thus becomes apparent that by provid- 
ing the proper degree of speeding up or slow-

ing down when we fly beyond the 
zone of planetary attraction, we 
provide a perfect substitute for 
gravity. 

If our space ship flies with a 
continuous increase — or decrease 

in speed of 32 feet per second, 
human beings inside will be as 
comfortable as on the ground. 
Everything will “‘weigh” exactly 
what it does at sea level. There 
will be none of the queer mani- 
festations of weightlessness 
pictured by Jules Verne and 
his imitators. 

If and when science provides us 
with the proper fuel, that is pre- 
cisely what will happen. There will 
be a totally new concept of motion 
through space. Just as on the sur- 
face of the earth and in the zone 
of gravity we talk about moving 
at a constant speed, in non-gravita- 
tional space we shall talk about 
moving at a constant rate of acceler- 
ation or deceleration. 

“Constant acceleration” is just 
another way of saying “faster and 
faster’’ — so our space ship will 
generate enormously high speeds. 
Let us apply this principle to our 
flight to the moon. 


High-Speed Traveling 


Tue total distance being about 
240,000 miles, we shall accelerate 
at the rate of one gravity for half 
the distance, or 120,000 miles. 
By the time the rocket ship reaches 
this halfway point, it will have at- 
tained a speed of 139,343 miles per 
hour. Then we shall decelerate at 
the rate of one gravity for the 
second half of our trip, until we 
make a gentle landing on the moon. 
The entire trip, at these speeds, 
will take three and a half hours. 
Because the acceleration and de- 
celeration alike have been kept to 
the normal one gravity, the pas- 
sengers will enjoy absolutely not 


mal comfort and tranquility 
throughout the journey. 

What about the shape of our 
space ship? Streamlining of form 
iS Important in overcoming atmos- 
pheric resistance. Since we still 
have to contend with the thin lay- 
ers of atmosphere surrounding our 
own and possibly other planets, 
streamlining will still be neces- 
sary to reduce drag and [riction 
as we maneuver in those layers 
after take-off and before landing. 

Ship Flies Sideways 
Propasiy, therefore, an oval, 
cigar-shaped rocket will be the 
most practical. Beyond the atmos- 
phere, however, it will fly not nose 
forward but long side forward 
sideways. Since the force of ac- 
celeration — the “artificial 
gravity’’— acts in the direction 
of flight, the human body must 
be aligned so as to cause pres- 
sure under foot. Therefore, the 
floor of the rocket ship will be at 
right angles to the direction of 
travel. 

During the first half of the earth- 
moon distance, beyond the rela- 
tively thin layer of our atmos- 
phere, our heads will be toward the 
moon and our feet toward the 
earth. But we won't know that 
we are flying headfirst; our sensa- 
tions will be those of normal, up- 
right posture. Neither will we 
know that we are flying feet first 
in the second half of the journey, 
when the deceleration pressure 


eWill be exerted in the opposite 


direction. 

Of course, when we reach the 
halfway point, the pilot will have 
to execute what we call in aviation 
a half-roll, or turn. If he is skillful 
enough, the passengers will scarce- 
ly know that the turn is being 
made. He can turn the ship with

Every boy and girl wants to do as 
all the others do.

It'll find out anything 


you in Washington, being a man 
of multiple and complex problems, 
is often in desperate pursuit of an 
obscure nugget of knowledge. 

When that happens he flashes an 
SOS to Congress’ private fact-find- 
ing corps — the Legislative Refer- 
ence Service, which releves intel- 
lectual distress on everything from 
the Navajo Indian birth rate to the 
amount of tillable land in Labrador. 

Usually the queries confronting 
LRS are weighty, but there’s enough 
variety to make life interesting. One 
Congressman phoned that he 
was naming his new chow dog, 
and what, please, was the Chi- 
nese for ‘“‘butcher boy.”’ 

Then there was the excited but 
not too hep legislator back in 1943 
who asked for the locations of the 
underground railroad stations used 
by runaway slaves in the Civil War. 
He had an idea they could be con- 
verted into air-raid shelters. 


Research on Triplets 


Orner questions asked: “‘Where 
should I send my son to college?’’ 
and “Can you supply me with a 
poem commemorating the birth of 
triplets to one of my constituents?”’ 

An autonomous division of the 
Library of Congress, LRS was urged 
onto Capitol Hill 31 years ago by 
the late Senator Robert LaFollette. 

Today it has a staff of 85 experts 
who dig up close to 20,000 answers 
— routine and otherwise — yearly 
for members of House and Senate. 

In addition to answering direct 
queries, LRS also prepares for the 
lawmakers a digest of the pros and

cons of issues before Congress. And 
every report that goes out must be 
absolutely unbiased and safe from 
charges of an attempt to influence. 

That’s a big point with the hard- 
working chief of the service. He’s 
Dr. Ernest S. Griffith, Rhodes schol- 
ar, former professor of political sci- 
ence at a half-dozen universities and 
a champion mountain climber. 

An example of his objective view- 
point came up when a digest of the 
$4 ,000,000,000 loan to Britain con- 
tained 11 pages for and eight pages 
against. Griffith somehow squeezed 
out three more pages against the 
loan, just so, numerically at least, 
there was perfect balance. 


Boiled Down 


ANoTHER of the service’s tasks is 
to prepare analytical summaries on 
current congressional reports. LRS 
boiled down the Pearl Harbor and 
Atomic Energy reports, saved Con- 
gressmen from spending weeks on 
something that made “Gone With 
the Wind” seem like a sonnet. 

Setting up shop as a private 
“Information Please’’ to Congress 
may have its headaches, but accord- 
ing to Dr. Griffith it pays off in per- 
sonal satisfaction. ““They even ask 
us how to vote,"’ he says, “in an off- 
the-record manner, of course.”’ 

A half-dozen foreign nations are 
planning similar facilities. To them 
Dr. Griffith has two bits of advice: 

**Don't give one legislator per- 
sonal information about another 
without the second one’s per- 
mission; that’s a good way to 
get in political hot water. 

‘“‘And let ‘em know right off,”” he 
grins, “that you won't furnish an- 
swers for puzzles or contests."’ 

It seems, until Dr. Griffith put 
down his mountain-climbing foot, 
that some of our august lawmakers 
were avid contest fans.
